Museum Makes TIME Magazine’s 


Greatest Places List 


Recently, TIME Magazine revealed its first 
annual list of the World’s Greatest Places, which 
highlights 100 destinations that are breaking 
new ground, leading industry trends and offering 
visitors an extraordinary experience. The full list 
appears at time.com/greatestplaces. 


To create the list, TIME solicited nominations 
across a_ variety of categories—including 
museums, parks, restaurants and hotels—from 
its editors and correspondents around the 
world, as well as dozens of industry experts. 
TIME evaluated each one based on several key 
factors, including quality, originality, innovation, 
sustainability and influence. The result is a list 
as diverse as the world it reflects, with entries 
spanning six continents and 48 countries. 


World’s Greatest Places is the latest addition 
to TIME’s robust lineup of editorial franchises, 
which also includes the TIME 100 Most Influential 
People, Best Inventions, Person of the Year, Next 
Generation Leaders, and more. 


The Underwater Museum of Art (UMA) was 
included in the list of World’s Greatest Places in the 
Visit category. The UMA is the first presentation 
of the Cultural Arts Alliance of Walton County’s 
(CAA) Art In Public Spaces Program and was 
produced in collaboration with the South 
Walton Artificial Reef Association (SWARA) with 
a purpose to create art that becomes marine 
habitat, expanding fishery populations and 
providing enhanced creative, cultural, economic 
and educational opportunities for the benefit, 
education and enjoyment of residents, students 
and visitors in South Walton. 


“It has been a wonderfully challenging experience 
for the CAA to reach outside our comfort zone 
and work with SWARA to create the nation’s first 
permanent underwater museum of art,” said CAA 
Executive Director Jennifer Steele. “To receive 
this kind of international recognition in our first 
year is extremely rewarding, and it inspires us 
even more as we continue to expand the UMA 
with original, beautiful artwork each year.” 


The UMA opened in the Gulf of Mexico off the 
coast of Grayton Beach State Park in South 
Walton this summer. Seven sculptures became 
part of the inaugural UMA installation: “Propeller 
in Motion” by Marek Anthony, “Self-Portrait” by 
Justin Gaffrey, “The Grayt Pineapple” by Rachel 
Herring, “JYC’s Dream” by Kevin Reilly, “SWARA 
Skull” by Vince Tatum, “Concrete Rope Reef 
Spheres” by Evelyn Tickle and “Anamorphous 
Octopus” by Allison Wickey. 


“I am amazed at how a common love of the sea, 
marine life and the beach community has brought 
this project to life,” said CAA Board President 


and 2018 UMA Artist Allison Wickey. “Having 
the Underwater Museum of Art recognized by a 
publication that shares our fascination with the 
earth is the highest honor and proof that projects 
rooted in the appreciation of nature capture the 
hearts of all living beings.” 


The UMA was deployed on June 25, 2018 with 
SWARA’s existing USACOA and FDEP permitted 
artificial reef project that includes nine nearshore 
reefs located within one nautical mile of the shore 
in approximately 50 to 60 feet of water. A one- 
acre permit patch of seabed off Grayton Beach 
State Park has been dedicated for the purpose of 
a permanent underwater sculpture exhibit. The 
UMA patch will continue to be filled with several 
sculptures annually. 


Admission to the UMA is free. No ticket or 
reservation is required. However, there is a fee to 
enter Grayton Beach State Park. The UMA is only 
accessible in person as a dive location. Divers 
who wish to visit the site can take a dive boat .7 
miles off the coast of Grayton Beach State Park. 
The coordinates for the center sculpture (SWARA 
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Photo by Spring Run Media. 


Skull) are Latitude N 30 18.754 Longitude W 86 
09.522. 


Out of respect for the art, boaters are asked to 
find the center location and then move away from 
the park to anchor in order to avoid damage to 
the artwork. For non-divers, there are photos 
and videos of the sculptures online, which will 
be updated periodically to document the marine 
growth on each sculpture. 


The 2018 UMA installation is presented by Visit 
South Walton with support from the National 
Endowment for the Arts, Alys Foundation, Florida 
Department of State Cultural Affairs Division, 
Visit Florida, 30A Company, BOTE, Bud & Alley’s 
Restaurant, O.B. Laurent Construction, and 30A 
Coastal Dunes Wine Company. Special thanks 
to Walter Marine, Spring Run Media, and Galati 
Yachts for their partnership in the deployment.

No Surprise Urban Meyer Guilty, 
Yet Forgiven

When Ohio State head football coach Urban Meyer 
stood to read his “apology” at a news conference 
last week, he looked like the bully who was forced 
to say he’s sorry to the skinny schoolkid. He raced 
through it and sat back down, as if to say, “OK? 
Satisfied?” 


It is the behavior of someone who only admits he’s 
done something wrong when forces more powerful 
than him insist on it. It’s the reason he was behind 
the curve on everything during the recent Ohio 
State scandal. 


He lied when asked if he’d known about the 2015 
abuse allegations against his assistant coach Zach 
Smith. Then, when confronted by the big bad truth 
of text messages, he admitted he had. 


He insisted that, despite lying, he had done 
everything he was supposed to do, until the big bad 
investigative committee determined he hadn’t, and 
he mumbled his apology to “Buckeye nation.” 


He figured he had done his penance, until the big 
bad swirl of public opinion howled that he owed less 
of an apology to Buckeye nation than to Courtney 
Smith, the woman who was allegedly abused, so on 
Friday he issued a statement that included a one- 
sentence apology to her. 


You see the pattern here? Behind the curve. Contrite 
only when confronted. If it seems familiar, that’s 
because we see it in politicians, businessmen, even 
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T RENAMED MY SON “LVANKAL,. 


Presidents. Powerful people often assume largesse 
excuses responsibility. Let someone else take the 
blame. The king is, to borrow a popular phrase, too 
big to fail. 


Maybe Meyer should have been fired. But I never 
thought he would be. Even when Buckeye haters 
were licking their chops, thinking, “Isn’t this great? 
He'll be out just when the season starts and my 
team will have a better chance!,” I couldn’t see it. 


Maybe I’ve been around too long. My naivete is 
gone. When it’s an assistant coach doing the evil, 
big-time college football offers many caves in which 
to crawl to safety. Sometimes, as with Joe Paterno 
and Penn State, the sin is too large to escape. But 
other times, as with this situation in Columbus, 
there is light at the end of a scandalous tunnel. 
Especially when your coach wins championships. 


And so Meyer, despite ignoring repeated bad 
behavior by an assistant who should have been 
fired years ago, will only be suspended for three 
games that his team will likely win anyhow, and 
will be back in the saddle just in time, two weeks 
before the big showdown with Penn State. 


How convenient. 


But before you hurl all your ire at Meyer, remember 
that he doesn’t punish himself. That was up to 
his university. And if you read the report from the 
Ohio State investigative committee, you realize 
that having a university determine its football 
coach’s fate is like letting a grandmother judge her

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granddaughter’s beauty contest. 


Here are some of the things the committee 
concluded: 


- That Meyer, when confronted with this scandal, 
immediately sought information about erasing text 
messages, and may well have done so. 


- That despite denying any conversation between 
them, it was “likely” that Meyer and his wife Shelley 
knew and discussed the alleged domestic abuse 
Zach Smith inflicted on his wife over the years, and 
that Shelley Meyer sent her husband a text after 
Smith was fired, saying, “He drinks a lot and 1 am 
just not sure how stable he will be. Afraid he will do 
something dangerous. It’s obvious he has anger/ 
rage issues already.” 


- That Meyer was aware of Smith’s repeatedly awful 
behavior, from taking high school coaches to a strip 
club—quite possibly an NCAA violation—to having 
sex with a staff member, to taking lewd photos of 
himself on a team trip to the White House, yet never 
reported this behavior to higher-ups nor dismissed 
Smith until last month. 


- That Meyer, in the words of the committee, “has 
cast doubt on his own honesty, in a way that 
reflects adversely on him, the football program, and 
Ohio State.” 

Read that again. Meyer “has cast doubt on his own 
honesty, in a way that reflects adversely on him, 
the football program, and Ohio State.” 


That sounds like the thing they read just before 
saying, “Therefore, we are dismissing the coach 
from our program.” 


Instead, he was suspended for three games. And by 
the end of the year, if he’s hoisting a trophy, few in 
Buckeye nation will even care or want to hear about it. 


Don’t blame Meyer for that. Blame Ohio State. 
Meyer acts like he’s above reproach 


I don’t believe the school was ever going to fire the 
man who brought them a national championship in 
2014 and has never finished less than tied for first 
place in the Big Ten East, not unless they found 
undeniable complicity in the domestic violence 
that’s at the core of this whole thing. 


And there are some who argue, not without merit, 
that a coach of a major football program can’t be 
accountable for every single thing an assistant 
coach does, especially when that assistant coach is 
squirming to keep things secret. 


Instead, despite charges that Zach Smith repeatedly 
roughed up his wife, including when she was 
pregnant, Meyer hid behind the fact that Smith was 
never formally charged (and we all know how little 
that has to do with whether abuse actually took

place) or that it was, in his words, a “he said she 
said” situation. 


And the investigative committee actually concluded 
that Meyer’s bald-faced lying about what he knew 
might have been a result of his “periodically taken 
medicine that can negatively impair his memory, 
concentration and focus.” 


Really? I don’t see him forgetting many plays on the 
sidelines. 


Medicine? Honestly? If you read the 23-page report, 
you see an investigation that did what it was 
supposed to do, unearthed a long list of troubling 
behavior, then refused to walk the plank of its own 
ship, saying essentially, It’s a close call, but Coach 
Meyer really does have a sensitivity to the issue of 
domestic violence.” 


Maybe. But the facts only show he has a sensitivity 
to getting caught in cover-ups, and only apologizes 
when left with no option.

It’s the 
pattern of aman who thinks power puts him above it.

Choice of attire, tattoos, jewelry and hairstyles are 
of no concern to us. 


We don’t drug text employees, because if people 
want to smoke pot outside of the 40 hours that 
they devote to their job, we don’t care. 


We have one overriding rule at Harbor Docks, and 
that is that you have to be on time. You also have 
to be a nice person. 


Businesses have to make a profit—even if it is a 
small one—to stay in operation. It is particularly 
important to make money if you want to have an 
impact in your community outside the walls of 
your business. 


Still, there are a lot more aspects involved in a 
business that operates for 40 years than money. 
Those are the things that keep us going. Those are 
the things that make us proud.

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Fleshing It Out: Local Metal 


By Nikki Hedrick 


Gone With the Flesh formed in 2006, but the 
band recently began a new chapter. 


Vocalist and rhythm guitarist Jonathan Schlager 
has been playing music since the mid-1990s. “I got 
stationed out here on active duty here at Hurlburt 
Field back in 2003, and in 2006 I reached out to 
some people on base.” 


Schlager found drummer Joe Sumrall through an 
online ad. They are the two founding members 
still active in Gone With the Flesh. 


Schlager says the band’s name originates from a 
slight mishap. “I’ve always listened to heavy metal 
since the earliest I can remember. I was trying 
to come up with a name, something that kinda 
symbolized metal. I was shaving one day and I 
ended up cutting my face, and I was like, Hey, 
that’s kinda cool—Gone With the Flesh. You know, 
it was just one of the things, I threw it out there 
for Joe and some of the other members at the time 
and they said, ‘Hey, that sounds good. Let’s roll 
with it.’ 


“We’ve gone through several lineup changes 
because we’ve had a lot of active duty (military) 
members,” says Schlager. 


Bassist Bob Wallace found his way to the band 
through an ad for a short-lived local project. “I 
came back from Germany and retired from the 
Army, and we moved back here to our house. 
Originally, I saw this ad for a bass player for this 
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Metallica tribute band and so I tried out for it. I 
got it, and then we went through three drummers. 
Then Joe (Sumrall) showed up and we started 
playing, and a little bit later, Joe goes, ‘Hey man, 
would you mind trying out for our band?” 


When it comes to Gone with the Flesh’s sound, 
Schlager says, “We tend to refer back to the old 
standard when it comes to breakdowns with long 
riffs, along with some punchy riffs, and some 
stop-start. We try to go back and stick to the 
roots, because everything just seems to come full 
circle after so many years. 


“We were recording most of last year,” Schlager 
says of the band’s recent flurry of activity. “It took 
us about two years to record. We did it ourselves 
because we just got tired of spending money 
on a studio, getting a product that we weren’t 
completely happy with, and feeling rushed. We’re 
trying to push ourselves out there and look at it 
more like, let’s ride this wave out and get out there 
because people are actually enjoying our music.” 


One song, “Night of the Dead,” has garnered 
particular attention. “That songis representative... 
with us all being combat veterans, the things that 
we've seen, I’ve seen, or that we’ve had friends 
see. That’s just kinda one of those things that 
people don’t talk about,” says Schlager. 


“You always hear about veterans committing 
suicide as a result of PTSD, and it’s something 
that’s very serious... We decided to put it out 
there in the music to where people could listen to 
that and hear the lyrics and kinda relate to it. You

know, especially with it being so aggressive witha 
lot of the metal themes in it where they could just 
kind of let that out...” 


With a growing list of gigs in the region, a new 
self-titled album on all online platforms, and fresh 
material in the works, Gone With the Flesh do not 
plan to fade away anytime soon. 


“We support local music.” Schlager calls the 
recent Next2Rock battle of the bands “a great 
experience. We didn’t win it, but it was great 
because we got to meet other local musicians. 
We’re always down to meet and play with other 
musicians, book shows, and get shows. I mean, 
it’s all about music. It’s not just about us. We’re 
trying to get this thing going again and make it as 
big as we can—not just for us but for the other 
bands too.” 


If you’ve never been to a metal show, Schlager’s 
advice is to just give it a go. “It doesn’t matter 
what race, religion or sexual orientation...when 
you go to a metal show, everyone there is there 
for the exact same reason—to listen to the band. 
I would just encourage everybody to step outside 
their comfort zone. 


“The atmosphere—you’re not going to experience 
anything like a metal show. There’s just a 
conglomeration of different types of people coming 
together for one goal, to let out some aggression 
and hear some aggressive music. I mean, it 
doesn’t get more beautiful than that.”

done. 


I never gave up on the music I always 
loved, but everything I listened to 


after discovering punk rock was 
listened to with new ears.

Through grace, love and compassion, CALM is 
actively seeking to break the chains of generational 
poverty and help transform crisis into hope for 
moms and their young children. 


What began over four years ago as the Single Moms 
group at a local church in Niceville has impacted the 
lives of numerous moms and their kids. Currently, 
over 40 moms are enrolled, and they have been the 
catalyst to begin more than a shelter for homeless 


moms and kids, but rather a teaching program that 
will transform lives for generations. 


According to a Homeless & Housing Alliance 
report from January 2018, there were 90 females 
unsheltered and 61 children less than 18 years old 
in our community. 


Our CALM plan includes a nine-month transitional 
residential program to provide basic knowledge skills 
needed to maintain a household. Skills taught will 
include nutritional meal planning, shopping and 
preparation; budgeting and financial management; 
parenting concepts and child development; whole health 
concept of moms and kids; household organization; and 
spiritual growth and maturity. And, upon completing 
the program, transition and follow-up. 


In December 2017, CALM secured property to begin 
the journey to make this program a reality. After 
acquiring the property, major work was required in 
the kitchen area before renovations: 
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We will provide education and access to health care 
in a stable, secure and supportive environment. This 
will create a high impact path that gives mothers 
the ability to achieve sustainable independence... 
and leave crisis behind. 


Such was the story of Brittanie, who joined the 
Single Moms group and found the help and hope 
she needed. Through hard work and determination, 
Brittanie was able to complete her Bachelor’s degree 
at the local college and has been accepted into 
Florida State University’s Master’s program. She 
plans to get her degree in Social Work so that she is 
in a position to help others at CALM House. 


Our “fixer upper” project is nearing completion. 
Note the kitchen renovation in progress:

Guyana is in South America. It’s watered by the Demerara River, 
whose banks have long been cultivated, notably for sugar. There were 
once some 200 sugar plantations near the Demerara. The distilleries 
eventually consolidated into Demerara Distillers Limited (DDL). DDL 
is now the sole rum producer in Guyana, boasting the Caribbean’s 


last wooden still. 


Guyana/Demerara rum—full bodied, smoky and bittersweet—was 
the base of Britain’s Royal Navy rum. British sailors received a daily 
ration (“tot”) of rum, the exact amount of which depends on 
who you read—anywhere from two to eight (!) ounces. 
Occasionally it was mixed with water, sugar and lime 
juice, a primitive daiquiri known as grog. That British 


tradition officially ended July 31, 1970. 


For this article, lsampled seven Guyana rums, neat 
and mixed. All but one are available locally. 


Diamond Reserve White Rum 

$12.99 

80 Proof 

A white rum, clear and colorless, virtually no scent. 
The taste is mild. With time in the glass there’s a 
slight green-fruity (underripe pear or apple), faint 
powdered sugar taste. Daiquiri—two oz. rum, 3/4 
oz. fresh lime juice, 1/2 oz. simple syrup. Combine, 
shake and strain into a chilled glass. This is the 
old-school daiquiri, simple, not too sweet. The syrup 
gives it a solid base and texture. 


Lemon Hart 1804 

$24.99 

80 Proof 

Mr. Lemon Hart was reportedly the “first official 
purveyor of rum to the Royal Navy.” Funky, musty 
scent, dry smoke, burnt wood, leather, pipe tobacco, 
caramelized ribs, fig or date. Taste is dry on the 
palate, more smoke, short, toasted-bread finish. Not 
too heavy-bodied. Ginger ale or cola adds a sweet 
balance. 


El Dorado 8 Year Old 

$22.99 

80 Proof 

Buttered caramel aroma, toasted marshmallow, 
vanilla waffle and syrup. Medium-bodied. Not sweet, 
but the finish has hint of dark honey, marmalade, 
and candied orange peel. Old Fashioned—two 
ounces rum, one tsp. simple syrup, dash of bitters, 
muddled orange zest, ice, stir. It’s sweet, and needs 
tartness for balance. A Luxardo cherry added a kick 
of fruitiness to counter the sugar. 


El Dorado 12 Year Old
